$ 20,000 in ca.sh, after wrecking the 
Hafe, vault and building of the Farm ­ 
ers’ and Manufacturers’ 
bank 
here 
with dynamite at 12 :;j0 o’clock this 
morning, five bandits, 
heavily arm­ 
ed, terroriiced the citizens, and, after 
exchanging shots with 
the sheriff’s 
posse, escaped to the mugh country 
south of here. No one was injured. 
The bank was insured 
for 
$ 25, 
000. 
' 
Cashier .T. 
W . J amison said that 
fifteen thousand dollars 
in currency 
and five thousand dollars in gold was 
taken. Three thousand dollars in sll 
ver, all that remained of the bank’s 
cash, was not touched. 
There w'ere two explosions. 
The 
first was evidently sufficient to open 
the vault and safe. The second ex­ 
plosion, more severe than the first, 
was, appaently, set off by the robbers 
to cover their escape. 


W. F. Keyser, 
secretary 
of the 
Missouri Bankers’ 
association, 
was 
called up by ’phone this morning nt 
2 o’clock and advised of the robbery. 
Mr. K eyser at once offered a reward 
of $ 500 for the arrest and conviction 
of each robber implicated in the af­ 
fair, and this afternoon he left for 
Rich Hill to view the wreckage. 
The bank was 
located 
in a two- 
story brick building 4nd had a capi 
tal stock of $ 25,000. W. W, Ferguson 
is the president and J , W. J amison 
is the cashier. 
The twc explosion.s, 
Mr. 
Keyser 
was informed, not cfnly wrecked the 
vault and safe, but demolished the 
furniture and seriously damaced the 
building. 
There is no 
definite 
ck-w to the 
robbers, some people 
asserting w^ho 
heard them leaving .town on horses 
that they w^ent west, while still oth­ 
ers appear to be positive that they 
went east. 
A Pinkeron detective went to Rich 
Hill today to w'ork on the case.

Sedalia. Mo., Feb. 11, 1908. 
Editor 
Democrat-Sentinel: 
In the columns 
of your p ap er of Sunday and Monday 
are articles on milk insp ection, and 
I ask the p rivilege of saying a few- 
words in rep ly. 
Why doesn’t milk insp cotion in Se­ 
dalia insp ect? You say that the milk 
insp ector hasn’t the p ower to enforce 
the ordinance. Let me quote a p art 
of section 5 of the ordinance: 
“Tho city board of health or (he 
milk insi>ecior shall have the right, 
and it shall be their 
dutv to enter 
and have full 
n« iiicss, 
ingress 
and 
cgi-css to all 
p laces 
where 
‘milk, 
cream, bultcr 
and 
chffose is nianu- 
facturod, stored or ketp for sale; to 
all wagons, carriages 
or other con­ 
veyances used for the deliv('ry of the 
claii*y p rodTicTs; or to take samp les ot 
milk, cream, butter or cheese there­ 
from, not 
exceeding 
one 
quart 
of 
milk, one-half p int 
of 
cream, 
one 
eighth p oniul of butter or one-eighth 
p ound of chccso, for the p urp ose of 
tesling or analyzing the same.” 
Now, it does not require a lawyer 
to see that the insp ector is given the 
p ower to take samp les from the wa­ 
gons, In fact, this is the only meth­ 
od of taking samp les 
that 
is fair 
both to the dairyman and the p nhlic. 
I have not lefused to furnish sam­ 
p les no denied the right of the iii- 
.'ip octor to demand samp les from the 
wagon, nor, "so far as I know, has 
any other dairyman. 
Now, jusl a w'ord in regard to the 
p uny babe that the hard-hearted milk 
man is murdering by selling milk tliat 
has been “doctored.” On my list of 
customers are at least three mothers 
who are feeding their babes on cow’.s 
milk. Two of the babies are doing 
w,4dl, the other has heon sick nearly 
all its short life, and sometimes the 
t-ows’ milk does not 
agree witli if. 
Why? Nine p ersons out of ten wit! 
jump at th e coiiclusion th:it the milk 
has been “doctored.” 
We are not a sot of thieves and 
Mack-hearted 
villaiiis 
who 
would 
inurdtw your cliildren, hut we are law- 
abiding citizens 
and 
taxp ayers 
of 
Lettis county and want to 
justice 
done to all p arties concerned. 
But 
when the city council p asses an o?- 
dinauce emp owering the insp ector to 
go OUT side the city 
to 
insp ect the 
daii vmen’s milk, it should p rovide the 
comp ensation for the insi>ection and 
not make the dairynian p ay for some­ 
thing he does not get.

the plant the spores immediately ger­ 
minate and

threads, or 
hyphae.

National Tracks— May Be 
Other Changes.

New York. Feb. 12.—Harness horse­ 
men from all over the country are as­ 
sembled at the Murray 
Hill 
hotel, 
where 
the 
twenty-fourth biennnial 
congress of the National Trotting as­ 
sociation convened this morning. The 
committee on credentials met at 9 
o’clock to receive the credentials of 
delegates, 
and 
the 
congress 
was 
formally opened shortly before noon. 
Little important business was trans­ 
acted at the initial session, which was 
given 
over 
to 
the preliminary ar­ 
rangements. 
It is expected that a 
number 
of 
important questions will be brought 
tefore the delegates, and if some of 
the proposed changes 
are 
accepted 
rnd put in the rules they will, in the 
( pinion of those who arc making the 
suggestions, greatly benefit the har­ 
ness turf. 
At the first annual meeting of the 
Breeders’ association in this city, last 
November, a rosoluti« n was adopted 
against the racing of 3-year-olds in 
longer races than best two-in-three, 
and since then Hie general opinion of 
the breeders and the turf prdss has 
been strongly in favor of this resolu­ 
tion. 
The congress therefore will be ask­ 
ed to make such changes in Rule 42, 
Section II., as will not permit any 
association to make 
exceptions' 
to 
that rule. 
The section referred to 
says that races for 2 and 3 year olds 
must be mile heats, 
best 
two 
in 
three, where no distance or way of 
going is specified, but as each mem­ 
ber has a right to make its own con­ 
ditions for a race, it is desired that 
this rule be made absolute. 
The issuing o ( 
license 
to 
every 
driver 
who 
participates in a race 
over the National tracks 
is 
being 
strongly urged by horsemen, who be­ 
lieve a rule of this kind will greatly 
benefit the turf. 
This was tried just 
one season some years ago, but it 
was repealed, although none of the 
regular drivers objected to it in the 
least. 
Such licenses are required from all 
drivers in European countries where 
there are trotting 
races. 
In 
fact, 
the American harness turf 
is 
the 
only 
racing 
institution 
where any­ 
body can enter a contest wiiuuut an 
official permit from the tun authori­ 
ties. 
Previous to the opening of each 
congijcss the question of more strict 
rules for the registration and identi­ 
fication of horses racing 
over 
the 
National’s tracks comes lip, but noth­ 
ing has so far been accomplished to 
effectually fight this great evil of the 
harness tui'f.

Amateur driving clubs in member­ 
ship with the

tion of the rule now in force on the 
statutes of the

the granting of matinee meeting of 
ten days’ duration each season, and 
charging for admission and for other 
privileges without incurring records 
or bars for their horses. 
The rule adopted by the last con­ 
gees allows only a three days’ meet­ 
ing each year and the charging of 
admission at the gate, but no other 
privilege of any kind.

is hbartily favored by horsemen of
